may not h av e control ov er th e re­ 
qu ired two-th irds 
of ou tstanding 
sh ares needed to approv e th e m er­ 
ger. 


“I wish I cou ld say th e two-th irds 
v ote is in th e bag.” h e said. ‘‘Oth ­ 
erwise we wou ldn't be in h ere.” 


Ju dge Hoffman issu ed a tempor­ 
ary restraining order against cou nt­ 
ing prox ies and th e Rock Island 
annou nced th e stockh olders meet­ 
ing today wou ld be adjou rned with ­ 
ou t any transaction of any bu siness. 
Rock Island said th e date of th e 
fu tu re meeting wou ld be set by th e 
cou rt.

Federal Ju dge Joseph Sam Perry 
in issu ing th e U.S. District Cou rt 
restraining order Th u rsday said a 
strike wou ld be economically dis­ 
astrou s to th e railroad. 
Fou r operating b r ot h e r h ood s 
planned to strike, th eir lawy er said, 
becau se th e railroad h ad refu sed to 
negotiate on transportation of work­ 
ers as a resu lt of relocation of a y ard 
facility in East St. Lou is. 
Th e Illinois Central contended th e 
relocation was a management pre­ 
rogativ e.

neers. th e Broth erh ood of Railroad 
Trainmen, th e Broth erh ood of Loco­ 
motiv e Firemen and Enginemen and 
th e Order of Railway Condu ctors and 
Brakemen. 


CHICAGO IP—Members of th e Re­ 
pu blican State Central Committee 
met Friday to discu ss wh at action- 
legal or oth erwise—th ey can take to 
try to break th e deadlock in efforts 
to rem ap state representativ e dis­ 
tricts.

Sehools-Our Best Inv estment 


The matter of Improv ing our achools is one which draws nearly 
constant comment y et curiously generates all too little general In­ 
terest. 
U.S. Commissioner of Education Francis Keppel believ es (hat to 
conv ey the urgency of our educational needs requires an ex tremely 
difficult leap of the imagination. Said he in a recent Washington con­ 
ference on financing schools: 
“ Children are not crushed In school rooms as they are on high­ 
way s. This is the difference. . . . The basic problem Is that there is 
no real drama. Growth Is only dramatic to grandparents. 
“ It Is ex traordinarily difficult to get drama into the question of 
school Improv ement when the pay off is so far away .” 
Keppel Is truly on a sensitiv e point when he stresses the lag be­ 
tween the launching of new educational programs and the “ pay off" 
In better educated y oungsters, equipped for more highly skilled, better 
pay ing J obs. 
State after state and city after city In this country are busy en­ 
larging their educational structures, adding schools at all lev els and 
including many technical institutions. 
Nev ertheless the gains come hard—for the reason cited. An outlay 
of millions for a new technical school will not pay div idends in better 
trained workers for some y ears to come. To many citizens it must ap­ 
pear there are many more Immediately practical way s to spend 
money . 
In truth, of course, there are not. For education Is the key not 
only to the life of the indiv idual blit to the life of the nation. 
The conference Keppel and many other distinguished leaders at­ 
tended In Washington had the estimable purpose of ex ploring ex haus­ 
tiv ely all possible means of financing the great school ex pansion our 
swelling population demands. 
The sponsoring organization, the National Committee for Support 
of the Public Schools. Is continuously dev oted to that task. 
Its aim Is to help states, cities and school districts analy ze their 
future and present school cost problems, to show them how the needed 
money can be produced, how to alter or sweep away or circumv ent 
crippling restrictions. 
The committee, composed of educators, former gov ernment offi­ 
cials and other public figures, believ es this nation has the “ financial 
ability to support the world s finest sy stem of public schools.” 
But ev en when that ability ta made rlear, the big job remains of 
persuading Americans again and again that their great resources can 
hav a no more v ital outlet any where on the home front.

The Doctor 
Says

Q—l hav e had "detergent hands” 
for over 
a y ear. They itch a lot, 
then they blister and crack. I have 
to have them in water 
a lot and 
rubber gloves seem to make them 
worse. What can I do? 
A—This condition has been getting 
a lot of attention lately . It is usually 
chemical irritation and not an 
allergy . When y ou wear ordinary 
rubber gloves, y our hands become 
soaked in their own sweat. This is 
the reason the gloves can make 
things worse. However, rubber gloves 
that are lined with cotton are avail­ 
able. You should use these whenever 
y our hands would otherwise come in 
contact with the strong detergents 
used for washing clothes, dishes, 
walls or floors. Above all, do not 
use these strong chemicals to wash 
y our hands. 
When y ou must expose y our hands 
to strong detergents y ou may prefer 
to rub a thin lay er of petroleum 
jelly on them rather than wear 
gloves. To wash y our hands use one 
of the nonalkaline (neutral o slight­ 
ly acid) soaps now available. Alka­ 
line soaps remove the protective 
oils in y our skin and cause excessive 
dry ing. This leads to itching and 
cracking. Avoid washing y our hands 
frequently and dry them by patting 
them with soft disposable tissue 
rather than rubbing with 
a rough 
towel. With these measures y our 
hands won’t clear up overnight but 
they should show a marked improve­ 
ment in IO day s. 
Q—I am using saccharine tablets. 
Can they cause my heart to skip 
a beat? Is this serious? 
A—The tablets are not the cause 
of y our skipped beats. The skipped 
beats are harmless. You should first 
learn to accept them as a minor 
annoy ance, then to ignore them. 
Q—What causes swelling of the 
legs in people with heart disease? 
A—P e r s o n s with leaky heart 
valves, congenital or resulting from 
rheumatic fever, eventually reach 
the point where much of the blood 
which should be forced into the aorta 
slips backward with each beat. This 
damming back of blood is called 
decompensation. When it occurs, it 
chiefly affects the most dependent 
parts of the body . This would cause 
edema or waterlogging of the ankles 
in a person who is standing or sitting 
in a chair but in 
a person who is 
ly ing in bed the edema would be the 
mast noticeable around the hips. It 
might

organs. Appropriate dases of digitalis 
strengthen the heart 
beat and give 
partial relief.
